Tms work was originally prepared for the students 6t 
Wellesley College in the form of leaflets to accompany a 
course of lectures on Authors of the Nineteenth Century. 
At the request of the class, accustomed to use them in a 
well equipped library, the blank pages were retained for 
the outline of the lecture and the addition of new material 
to the books of reference. It was not imtil a frequent 
demand for single copies from teachers, leaders of literary 
clubs, and students of other colleges, led the author to 
rl believe that they might have a more extended usefulness^ 
that their publication was contemplated. 

It is hoped that the book will be foimd suggestive to the 
teacher of Literature, Rhetoric, or Essay, who finds himself 
too hard pressed for time to make for himself a careful 
selection from the author he is presenting, and to the less 
mature student from whom a judicious choice from a vol- 
uminous writer is rarely to be expected. 

The papers have been arranged in an order to remind 
the thoughtful student of the great contemporaneous, polit- 
ical, and social interests which have found expression in 
the revolutionary energy of the Georgian and the scientific 
earnestness of the Victorian era. The books of reference 
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have been selected from many times their number, and 
always because the writer recommended offers a distinctly 
fresh thought in the criticism or analysis of the author. 
While every good reader is aware that the poorest thing an 
author has said is often better than the best the critics have 
said about him, he also knows that the opinion of a good 
critic goes far to establish in the mind of the student a 
worthy basis of sound judgment. 

The author will gratefully receive notice of valuable books 
of reference which may have been overlooked, or which 
were altogether wanting in her studies in a library which, 
though generous, was not exhaustive.

THIS edition presents the greater plays in their literary aspect, and 
not merely as material for the study of philology or grammar. 
Verbal and textual criticism has been included only so far as may 
serve to help the student in his appreciation of the poetry. 

Questions of date and literary history have been fully dealt with in 
the Introductions, but the larger space has been devoted to the inter- 
pretative rather than to the matter-of-fact order of scholarship. iCs- 
thetic judgments are never final, but the editors have attempted to 
suggest points of view from which the analysis of dramatic motive 
and dramatic character may be profitably undertaken. 

In the Notes likewise, though it is hoped that unfamiliar expres- 
sions and allusions have been adequately explained, it has been 
thought more important to consider the dramatic value of each scene, 
and the part that it plays in relation to the whole. 

Each volume has a Glossary, an Essay upon Metre, and an In- 
dex. Appendices are added upon points of interest that could not be 
treated in the Introduction or the Notes. The text is based on 
that of the Globe edition.
